Work of installing street lights in 
.Sierra .Madre Canyon park may be ex- 
is'ctcd to commence in about thirty 
days, according to the report of Street 
Superintendent Udell at last night’s 
meeting of the city trustees. A large 
number of canyon residents were pres¬ 
ent to confer with the board on vari¬ 
ous canyon improvements. Mr. 
Udell said the estimate was ba.sed on 
reports of the probable “red taiie” re- 
(|uirements of the Edison company in 
autliorizing the neces.sary extensions. 

Thirty-nine lights were accordingly 
authorized by the board of trustees 
for the canyon district. The locations 
had been agreed upon by the canyon 
committee in conference with Mr. 
Udell. 

In answer to a question as to the 
progress of street improvement plans, 
City Engineer Gierlich said he was 
completing the profile.-^. This will 
show the amount of grading neces.sary 
and make po.ssible estimates of cost. 
He said he would like to meet with the 
canyon property owners for a tliscus- 
sion before making definite recom- 
mendation.^ a.s to the type of paving 
to be used. The question was dis- 
cus.sed briefly of paying for the im- 
pruvenient.s by an improvement dis¬ 
trict bond issue a.s against a frontage 
assessment. 

Water Storage 

Water Superintendent Henderson 
brought up the matter of additional 
storage capacity, also needed distri¬ 
buting mains in certain areas. This 
develope<i a general discussion of wa¬ 
ter department needs for the future 
and talk of a bond issue large enough 
to t;ike care of growth for some time 
to come. The board agreed to meet 
next Monday night as a committee of 
the whole to discuss the whole water 
situation.

The board accepted the names rec- 
ommendcxl by the canyon committee 
for strcHit names, with the exception 
ol El Nido drive, for which Vucca 
drive was substituteil.

Trustee Topping said in 
view of recent mi.stakes it would be 
wise to defer action on such requests 
over two meetings. Chairman .Mitch¬ 
ell thought one meeting was sufficient 
notice and that policy wa.s agreed to.

Put under the most favorable rate for 
electricity he claimed the gas engine 
would save $4000 a year, with a great¬ 
er .saving if more pofer is used.

When the petition was called up on 
the calendar, it was ardently support¬ 
ed by Mark Keppel county superinten¬ 
dent of schools.

He re¬ 
commended annexation on the grounds 
that the Sierra Madre .school children 
would have better supervision, that

In addition to Mr. Keppel, the peti¬ 
tion was supported only by Attorney 
George H. Woodrufl' of Sierra Madre 
Villa, who said he repre.sented his wife 
who was the original circulator of 
the petition. Not a per.son from the 
city of Sierra Madre even apjieared in 
support of the annexation movement.

skew.” Cots are perfectly made and, 
perfectly arranged, not a bit of litter j 
on the tent floor, and all suitcases ori 
knapsacks placed at the head. Each' 
scout has his own "eating tool.s”— 
plate, cup, bowl, knife, fork and 
spoon, and he must keep them clean. 
Me.ss is seiwed “line formation.” The 
“eats” are great, and cooked by a pair! 
of expert camp chefs. The food is; 
plain, but so prepared as to provide .a 
variety, and be best for the boy. The 
daily health sheet and individual re-‘ 
port makes it possible for an accurate 
check to be kept on every scout’s con¬ 
dition. There is a Red Cross tent in 
camp, with complete equipment—and 
a “doctor” witli stall looks after the| 
sick or injured, 'fhsu far there have 
been no serious accidents, and only 
one .slight case of sickness. Very few 
of the .scouts were seasick on the trip 
over. 

Our Sierra Madre .scouts are mak¬ 
ing a fine record in tests and general 
camp work. Several have already 
been admitted as “braves” into the 
Tribe of Torqua. Only the very best 
scouts are admittedi to this order. The 
initiation ceremony is performed, with 
all it.s .secret and sacred rites in a deep 
cave near camp. The order gets its 
name from the original inhabitants of 
Catalii\a Island—the Torquas.

CHECKING UP ON 


CITRUS IRRIG.VTION 


Robert W. Hodgson, Farm Advisor, 
Los Angeles, county says the necessi¬ 
ty of conservation in the uSg of water 
and its relation to profitable fruit pro¬ 
duction are well recognized by citrus | 
growers. The average grower, how¬ 
ever, finds considerable ilifficulty in 
reducing the irrigation problem to 
sufficiently simple terms for the ap¬ 
plication of the general principles 
which he hears discussed by the ex¬ 
perts. 

The irrigation problem may be re¬ 
duced to three considerations: 

(1) A knowledge of how much wa¬ 
ter citrus trees ^^quire; 

(2) A knowledge of how much wa¬ 
ter is actually applied, and 

(3) A personal knowledge of soil 
moistui'e conditions gained by an ex¬ 
amination of the soil for depth pene¬ 
tration and the uniformity of distri¬ 
bution of the irrigation water.

the adjuncts of the City of Los Angels ■ 
and its success and to a considerable; 
extent the success of the territory;

cn rapid transit. This company has! 
at all times exercised a high degree of! 


Hundreds of stockholders pf the 
Southern California Edison company 
in Sierra Madre and vicinity, receive<l 
notification from President John B. 
Miller yesterday that a special meet¬ 
ing has been called for September 7th 
at the Edison building, Los Angeles, 
for the purpose of authorizing a re¬ 
arrangement and increase of the com¬ 
pany’s authorized capitalization and 
bunded indebtedness. 

District Manager Fred Schwartz 
said that the purpose of the proposed 
increased capitalization was for con¬ 
tinuing the company’s policy of plan-; 
ning ahead for the financing and con¬ 
struction of hydro-electric power to 
meet the ever increasing demands of 
Southern and Central California. 

Explaining the new' system of 
financing, the district manager said: 
“The increasecii authorized capital 
will providg a broad and strong foun¬ 
dation for financing through to com¬ 
pletion more than a million additional 
horsepower to be Installed on our Big 
Creek-San Joaquin project, together 
with the neces.sary transmission and 
distributing lines throughout the ten 
counties in which the Edison company- 
renders service. This expenditure in 
the next ten years is estimated to 
amount $200,000,000. The plan which 
will be voted on is in brief as follows: 
The increase of authorized capital 
stock from $100,000,000 as at present, 
which consists of $60,000,000 of com¬ 
mon stock and $40,000,000 of pre-, 
ferredi stock, to $250,000,000 consist¬ 
ing of $125,000,000 of common stock 
and $125,00,000 of preferred stock. 

“The stockholders will also be a.sked 
to approve an increase of the author- 
ize<l bonded indebtedne.ss of the com¬ 
pany to $250,000,000.
